to hold the priinnry election. 

He also decided that if only 
one party had candidates before 
the primary it/will be necessary 
for the election officers to he ap- 
pointed from both the Demo 
cratic and Republican parties. 
The Attorney General has re- 
ceived many inquiries asking 
that where only one party has 
candidates before the primary 
whether election officers must be 
< hosen from the Democratic and 
Republican parties. He says the 
law is strict on this subject, and 
plainly states that election offi- 
cers must be chosen from both 
parties. 

Candidates may withdraw 
from the primary after filing 
their petitions, is the opinion of 
the Attorney General. Several 
inquiries along this line have 
been received by Judge Garnett.

There has been a great deal of 
agitation and cofiplaint on the 
part of our people about Rail- 
road Freight rates, claiming they 
are too high, and criticising the 
Kentucky Railroad Commission 
for not regulating these rates. 

The Editor recently had an in- 
terview with Mr. H. G. Garrett, 
the Commissioner from this Dis- 
trict, and he made the following 
statement, in substance: 

The Railroad Commission has 
uo power whatever to regulate 
Railroad freight rates without 
making thorough iuvestigatiou 
aud giving the Railro ids the 
proper legal hearing. Most all 
of the Courts have made decis- 
ions on this point. If the peo- 
ple thiuk aud believe the freight 
rates are too high, they should 
make complaint to the Commis- 
sion aud let the matter be tried 
out. He also states that he has 
bad mauy letters and had many 
statements made to him, com- 
plaining of the high treight rates, 
aud at all. limes he has asked the 
parties to tile complaint aud it 
would be properly tried out. If 
the people in Eastern Kentucky, 
or any other part of the State are 
too cowardly to contend for what 
they believe to be their rights, 
then they are not entitled to a 
hearing before the Commission. 
It is only a busiuess matter aud 
a square deal should be giveu all 
around.

This latter suggestion was 
agreed to, the attorneys appoint- 
ed to defend giving their consent 
however, only on condition that 
the jury be procured from some 
County other than Clark. When 
this was done, besides the regu 
lar business in the Clark Court, 
there were pending there thirty 
Breathitt County felony cases, 
that naturally would have been 
tried ahead of this case, but in 
order to have a prompt trial, 1 
gave it the right of wav, and fix- 
ed the trial for the 22nd day of 
April. In order to have the case 
tried on that day, I left' the bed- 
side of my dying mother at tive 
o'clock that morning, came from 
Madison county to Winchester, 
convened Court, called the case 
for trial, and after both sides had 
answered ready, I told the coun- 
sel ou both sides of my mother's 
condition aiid asked them if they 
would agree for Mr. D. L. Pen- 
dleton to ,ry the case as Sped . I 
Judge, saying to them that if 
It is known here that eight of they did not, I would stay and 
the men were strongly for the try the case, as it had to be tried 



a fair man, and that knowledge 
prompts me to write vou this 
letter. 

I feel that your strictures on 
the Bourbon County jury that 
tried the negroes fur the murder 
of Mr. Pettitt are unjust, and 
that your criticisms of the hand- 
ling of the case are not warrant- 
ed by the facts. 

One may be sorely disanpoint- 
•d with a verdict and yet not im- 
pugn the motives or assa.l the 
characters of the members of the 
jury that made it. 

That Bourbon County jury was 
as attentive to the evidence and 
argument, aud as circumspect in 
all its conduct, as any jury I have 
ever seen. While I knew none of 
the men personally, they impress- 
ed me as true, good men and rep- 
resentative Kentuckians. Each 
man was performing an unwilling 
and an unpleasant public duty, 
and I believe each was prompted 
by purely honest motives in ev- 
ery ballot he cast in the jury 



death penalty for all four of the 
negroes, aud that on one ballot 
ten of them voted way, but that 
when thev despaired of securing 
a verdict of that sort, they yield- 
ed their views to those who held 
out for a life term. That may not 
have been the wisest course, but 
they thought so, and they should 
not be censured fo» it. Possibly 
the fact that the Montgomery 
County jury was unable to make 
a verdict, had some weihgt in 
causing the Bourbon jury to agree 
to a life sentence rather than to 
fail to make a verdict. 

May 1 give you a brief history 
of the way the case was handled? 

The foul crime was committed 
ou Wednesday, the 19th day of 
Eebruary, 181H. The Court met 
at Stauton on the 17th day of 
March. The indictmeuts were 
returned that week, and the ne- 
groes who were in the Lexington, 
Mt. Sterling and Winchester jails 
were brought to Stanton and the 
case was set for trial on the 27th 
of March. It was agreed by the 
attorneys for the Commoowealth 
and the attorneys appointed to 
defend the negroes, that it was 
useless to try to secure an unbi- 
ased jury iu Powell, and I had 
fifty men summoned from Mont- 
gomery. A heavy rain fell on 
the night of March 25th, and the 
Ked Kiver Valley was Hooded all 
day of the 26th aud that night 
and the next day. The trains 
stopped running on the 20th, 
uud only one man summoned 
Montgomery was able to 
:h Stanton, aud he was the 
last man to cross the bridge just 
west o( Stanton before a portion 
of it went out. Not a single 
witness from Clay City could get 
to Stanton on the 27th. The term 
of Court ended on the 29th of 
March. The next question to be 
determined was when the case 
could be tried. The attorneys for 
the Commouwealth and those for 
the defeudauts were called into 
conference. The attorneys for the 



that week. The couusel kindly 
agreed for Mr. Pendleton to try 
the case, I suggested him be- 
cause he is one of the best law- 
yers in Kentucky, abhors crime 
as much ma any man I know, and 
as a lawyer does does not defend 
criminals. After aiding to secure 
a jury, I turned the case over to 
Mr. Pendleton, returned to my 
father's home where my mother 
died ou the 28rd. She was buri- 
ed on the 24th, and 1 immediate- 
ly returned to Winchester. The 
trial was not concluded. I was 
in the Court room when the Mont- 
gomery jury announced its fail- 
ure to agree and was discharged. 
I instantly called a Special term 
ot the Clark Circuit Court for the 
30th day of luue, the first opeu 
day, and announced before the 
people left the Court room, that 
I would try this case on the Is* 
day of July, again placing it a- 
head of the Breathitt cases. 

July and August are my vaca 
tion months, but 1 was determin- 
ed to try this case at the earliest 
possible day. The case was then 
pending in Clark and could uot 
have been moved to Powell, or 
anv other County without con- 
sent aud that was not given. On 
the 30th day of June, 1 was in- 
formed bv Mr. Spencer and Mr. 
Winn, who under appointment, 
had represented the defendants 
ou the former trial, that they 
were sick aud wouid not be able 
to try the case. Ordiuarily thai 
would have eutitled the case to 
be continued, but I would uot 
have it that way, and 1 appoint- 
ed Mr. Wycoff aud Mr. Lindsay 
to defend, aud persuaded them 
to accept the appoiutnient, aud 
the trial began promptly on tli« 
1st day of July and ended with 
the verdict that is known. 

Messrs. Wyooff aud Lindsay 
cared nothing for those uegroes, 
but their sense of duty lo the 
Court caused them to act and 
make the best tight they could, 
and for that they st.ould be coin- 



Many who heard the trial were 
disappointed with the verdict. 
Some things could not be proved 
that I would have been glad to 
see proved, but the last Legisla- 
ture, unwisely, 1 think, passed 
what is called the Anti-Sweating 
Bill, which makes it unlawful and 
incompetent to prove against a 
man i harged with c ime, any ad- 
missions or statements that he 
makes while under arrest, in an 
swer to questions of officers. The 
trial .ln.l.es and all Courts are 
bound by that Act. 

These are the facts with refer 
ence to the handling of the case, 
and I know you will be glad to 
have your recollection refreshed 
as to the various steps and whj 
thev were taken. 

May I close this communica- 
tion with aquotation from Judge 
John D. Carroll's address deliv- 
ered at the meeting of the State 
Bar Association, which was held 
at Olympian Springs last week? 
Judge Carroll is one of our ablest 
Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
and one of the leading men of the 
State, aud in discussing the 
speedy trial of Criminal Cases 
had this to say : 

"It is true there are times 
when some shocking and brutal 
crime stirs the blood of the besl 
of men and makes them feel that 
quick retribution should follow, 
yet I cannot but think that when 
the time for reflection comes, as 
it always does, thev would be 
better satisfied if <he course « f 
justice was marked by the digni- 
ty and deliberation that so well 
become tribunals that are clothed 
with the authority of the law and 
represent its majesty and its 
power. Anything that eucour 
ages a feeling that the Courts 
are not strong enough to protect 
any person WWHfc* committed to 
their custody, naturally weakens 
theirinflueuceandmakesthought- 
ful people doubtful of their abil 
ity to stand firm in the face of 
popular applause or popular in- 
dignation. 

1 So that, notwithstanding the 
clamor for speedy trials, I be- 
lieve that trials can be loo 
speedy, and thus do more harm 
than good to the body pal i tic b.\ 
lesseuing in place of increasing 
respect for law."

Kentucky Crop Report. 

The splendid prospects for 
good crops as reported on June 
10th, have been greatly lessened 
owing to the severe drouth 
throughout the State. In some 
places local showers have been 
reported and crops in these lo- 
calities are looking in splendid 
condition. Central and Western 
Kentucky seems to be suffering 
more from the dry and hot 
weather prevailing. The condi- 
tion of wheat shows 90%, which 
is an increase over last month's 
report of 5 per cent. Wheat is 
reported as not yielding so many 
bushels per acre, but the quality 
is extra good. The condition of 
rye also shows a higher average 
than was anticipated a month a 
no, same being 89 percent. The 
corn crop is 98 per cent while the 
condition shows 91 per cent. The 
acreage of oats is given as 88 per 
cent, and the conditiou 74 per 
cent, slightly lower than last 
month's crop indicated it would 
be, which condition was reported 
as 79 per cent, June 10th. Dark 
Tobacco shows an acreage of 64 
per cent while the condition is 
75$ per cent. Burley tobacco re- 
ports 80 per cent acreage and 79 
per cent condition. 94 per cent 
is the acreage of potatoes; the 
dry weather has had such an ef- 
fece that the conditiou shows on- 
ly TO per cent as against 98 per 
cent, the outlook reported June 
1st. The sweet potato acreage is 
98 per cent, while the condition 
is 89 per cent. Bluegrass seed 
crop will be exceedingly short 
this year, and owing to the con- 
tinued drouth pasture conditious 
generally are short. The condi- 
tion of grasses is given as follows : 
Bluegrass 74 per cent, Clover 78 
per cent, Alfalfa 87 per cent and 
Orchard Grass 81 per cent. The
